Sir Robert Hart, Inepector General of 
Onstoms, having instructed Dr Joseph Ed- 
kins to translate into Chinose on Seience 
Primer Series in Sixtoon Parts, and having 
that work now ready for publication, has 
asked me to writes Preface. When. ‘the 
onciont apirit-like sages introduced things 
for tho use of the peoplo,* whether thoy 
wore forma and pheyomena, order and me- 
chanism, or concrete things, all was reality 
and no tissue of mare abstractions. The 

© acholar was oxpected to be thoroughly con- 
versant with heaven, earth, and map ; and 
then o youth went to school to bo taught 
writing and counting, the investigation of 
Jawa and the perfecting of arta, which con- 
atitute tho basis of real education, But by 
and by this ides foll into neglect, and there 
grew up dfrothy and inane style of learn- 
ing which has been gradually avaompibg 
the natural intelligence of our youth Gnd 
threatening to land the wholo Empiro ino 
_Btato of general incompotency. In Europo, 
on the other hand, scienco has long held 
the first placo.in education, and at the pre- 
gent (ime itis more than ever to the front. 
Behools of acienco stand within sight one of 
another, and men of talent come forth from 
them in hundreds. Such are the men who 
rise to eminence in the State, or attain to 
woalth in the community, each one proving 
himaclf competent in soma capacity. to 
further the national prosperity and power. 
Theao Books, sixteen in number, aro, in 
" the original, published by the College (sic) 
of Macmillan. The principles are easy and 
ebyions and their application varied and 
extensive ; every aubject is made plain from 
its first elements to its last details, the prin- 
ciples being unfolded and the applications 
made in each case. Truly they are excellent 
books for beginners, and the scholarship 
of Dr Edkins and the proliic mind of Bir 
Robert Hart evidenced here both denerve 
to be immortalized, Six Robert has been 
now in charge of the Customs for thirty

VILLAGE LIFE IN CHINA. 

i (Written for the * China Mail.’) 

THE VILLAUE SCHOOL. 

The prominent place given to education 
in China renders the Chinese Village 
School an object of more than common in- 
terest, for it is here that by far the greater 
number of the educated men of the empire 
receive tLeir firet intellectual training. 
While the echouls of une District may be a 
little better or worse than those of another 
Diatrict, there ia probably no country in 
the world where thera is somuch uniformity 
in the standards of instruction, and in all 
ita details, a3 in China. The observation is 
occssionally to be met with in books on 
China, that this country had a common 
schovl aystem-for ages before England was 
civilized.” Tho accuracy of this statement 
will doubtless depend upon what is meant 
by a ‘commen school system.” Phraseo- 
logy of this sort is not unlikely to suggest 
the idea of counties, parishes, and echvol- 
districts; Commissioners of Public Inatrne. 
tion, Supervisors, and School Boards, All 
such conceptions must be summarily. dis- 
missed. The Village School ia geverally a 
private one, thut is, one in which the 
parents uf the pupils make their gwo ar- 
rangements with the teacher. The term 
“Public School’ siguifies merely that the 
funds for the payment of the teacher are 
provided from @ public source, but such 
schools constitute but a fraction of the 
whole number, and probably do not differ 
in ‘any important: particular from private 
schools. As eatly as the Lith moon, and 
sometimes befure 8th moon is over, or in 
September, it is usual to make prrange- 
ments for the school of the coming year. 
School-masters are proverbially the poorest 
of men, and for iwo excellent reasons the 
aupply is always far in advance of the de- 
mand, and the man who can just manage 
to get a scanty ‘subsistence by tenching o 
schuol, can often-get no subsistence at all 
in avy othor way. To the enormous over. 
aupply of sehvol teacher, it is due, that 
ond of the most honorabla of callings is at 
the same time ‘ove of the. most if paid . 
Teachers of really graat ability, or who have 
in some way sectired & great reputation, aro 
able to command salaties in proport‘on 5 
but the. country © echoul-mester, who can 
compete for a situation within a very wmall 
area only, is often rensiverated with bat a 
mete pitiance—ao allowance of grain mmp- 
posed te be adequate fur his food, moupely

of dried atalke for fuel, and a sum in 
money, froquently not excceding $10, for 
tho year. It js not very uncommon to nicot 
teachors who have but ono or two pupils, 
and who receive, for their sorvices, httle 
or nothing more than their food, To: the 
natural inquiry whether it--wne worth his 
while to teach for such elonder. compensn- 
tion, a teacher of this clasa replied, that it 
was botter than staying at home, with 
nothing to cat, Low os are the wages of 
the edltiyes school-naster, the commoy 
roply te, the question, whether thera is 4 
achoul inthe village, is that tho? villagers 
cannot afford, to hire a teachor. The 
feason why it cannot be uffurded becomes 
obvious upon a very brief acquaintance 
with tho facts, ‘The life of the poorer 
closaea. in ‘China, from infancy to ld, 
ago, ia ‘a perpetual strogglo with bitter 
poverty. Tho equivalent of $2 or 83, 
which tho farmer would be obliged 
to oxpend in sending his aon to sohaol 
for a year, ho can 98 little ‘afford, esa 
man in tho United States, who calls him- 
self ‘poor,’ could afford $25 or $30 for 
the dame purposo, Hvory cash which is 
diverted from the support of the fanily, te 
porposes of education, is liable tu leave a 
gap bebind which cannot bo filled. But 
this ia not the only, nor indecd tho chief 
reason, why it is diffienlt for country boys 
to go toechool An inexperianced Ind who 
woneent tu live with the awner of one of 
tho rocky farms. of Now England. indulged 
the wild hopo that when the farm work 
seemed to be fur the time daue, he might 
secure a holiday in which to go in sparch of 
blackberries,‘ Well’ anid the old Farner, 
whou ho. was approached on the subject, 
‘ther’s allua stone to pick up.’ In the 
ensironment of the Chinese farmer's boy, 
there is always (figuratively speaking» 
‘stone to pick up.’ Out of the three hun- 
dred and sixty dnys in tho Chineso year 
there are very few in which ho is nut want 
ed for somo definito work. The only fuel 
of which he knows anything, ia the stalks 
which ate gathered and stored with only 
leas care than the crops themselros, To 
cook a single Chinese meal, a very large 
bundla of fuel is required, and the demand 
for more is constant and imperivus. 
Emerson defines a weed, as 9 plant, the 
ures of which are not yot discovered. 
Upon these terms, there can ba ‘no -weeds 
in China, where every plant is of use in 
the preparation of food. Th-se who own 
but o amall pieco of land, must rake 
up fiel where they can find it, At 
all, suasons, littl bands of boys may 
everywhere bo seen, vigorously wielding 
bamboo rakes with hungry ‘teeth, which 
contrive to solve the problem of tho 
best way to produce a third crop, by. 
pulling up the routs of the other two, thus 
benefitting manitind by causing no blede of 
Tass to prow, where two blades grow before. 
ft the farmer's lad is not eugayed in gather- 
ing fuel, he is probably furnished with 
basket and s fork, sent out te roam up and 
down the reada, collecting manure. These 
two ccoupationa employ nearly all the time 
of the pouter clags, When no Wore remuner- 
ative work ia to be had. The question 3s 
often asked what pruportion uf tho populs- 
tion of China can be said to know how to 
read. There are saveral rensons why it is 
impuasible to answer thie “queatiou ino 
sutisfactory mamer, The difficulties are 
much greater than thoas in the way of urriv- 
ing at o satisfactory generalizition in regard 
to the population of the Empire, for in the 
latter case, there» re certain so-called cen 
susea, which may be regarded as affording 
a rough, though an extremely inaccurate 
approximation to tho probable truth. As 
reapecta illiteracy, there are, however, no 
atutistice of any kind whatever. Tho differ- 
ences, again, between different provinces, 
districts, and villages, and between the same 
districts and villages at different times, 1s 80 
great aa to render any catimnte ofa general 
average, extremely precarious. he num. 
ber of schools in any locality varies per- 
ceptibly with the quality of the soil, the 
quality of the harveats, and the genoral 
prosperity of the region. A bad harvest 
often reduces the village school-master to 
the verge of starvation. A third difficulty 
is evon greater, viz to determine what 
is meant by. knowing how to read. In 
English, or in any Continental language, 
this question is easily unswered by select~ 
ing some simple standard work, 15 the test 
of proficiency. Bot in Chinese, the case is 
far otherwise. Tho pupil, who at the time 
of hig entrance to the school ia porhaps 
aoven or sight years of age,.is Bot to learn- 
ing by rote, the ‘ Hundred Surnames,’ the 
‘Trimetrical Claasi¢' and perhaps ‘ Mills- 
nary Chas.c.. Neither tha sound nor the 
meaning of a single character is known to 
the pupil, but as the Teacher reads over 


the line, the preil repeats after bim the | ag} 
t 


soun’s, and thus gradually learns to 9380- 
ciate a particular sound with a particular 
shape, - A line or two ia assigned to each 
scholar, and after the sounds of the charac. 
tora have been ascertained, his ‘study’ 
consists in bellowing tho words in as high 
x key aa possible, constantly correeted by 
the teacher, whenever a wrong sound is 
roade. When he can repeat the whole of 
his task without missing a single character, 
his lesson bia,‘ learned ' and be then stands 
up with bis back to the teacher, and recites’ 
or‘ bagke’—it, at railway speed. Every 
school teacher is awars of: the extreme dif- 
ficulty of preventing children from reading 
the English language with an unouatural 
tone, To prevent the formation of & 
vicious habit of thia sort, is aa difficult as to 
event the growth of weeds, and to era- 
Vieate puch habits once formed, is often 
next to impossible. In the caso of Chinese 

pila, theae vices in their most extreme 
forma, are well nigh inevitable. The atten- 
tion of tho scholar is fied exclusively upon 
two things, the repetition of the charactors 
in the same otder o3 they occur in the 
book, and the repetition of them at the 
highest attainable rate of speed. Senso 
and exprenaivn sro not merely ig: 
nored, for theso . words represent ideas 
which havo never once dawned upon the 
Chinese pupil's mind. Bis sole thought is 
to make’g recitati¢n. Tf he is really master 
of the passage which he recites, he folls Bt 
once into.» lond huoi,” like that of a peg- 
top ora buzz, like that of a cirqular saw, 
and to extract either from the. buzz or from 
the hum, ay pound as of humun apsech—no 
matter how familiar the «auditor mey he 
with the passage recited—in extremely diffi. 
cult, and frequently impossib'e. But if 
the passage hes been only imperfectly com- 
mitted, aud the pupil is brought to astand- 
still for the lack of characters to repedt, he 
dues nut pause to celleat bis thonghts, for 
he has no thoughts to collect--has in fact 
no thoughts to, speak” of. What ho has, is 
a dim recollection vf certain soands, aud in 
order to recall those which he hua forgotten, 
he keeps on repeating the lest word, oF 
phrase, or sentence, OF Pare, until associa- 
tion regains the misting link. “Then he 
plunges forward again, as before. Let os 
sappose, for example, that sthe words to be 
recited, ara the following, from the Con- 
focian Anulects, relating to the habits of 
the Master! 'fe did not partake of wine 
and déied ravat botght iu the market.’ ‘Ee 
was never without: ginger when ho ate.’ 
‘He did not eat mush.’ The young scholar, 
whose acquaint nee with thia chapter is im- 
perfect, never'heless dashes on somewhat 
asfollows:—'He did not partake—he did 
not: partake — partake —partake—partake- 
‘_pattake of wine und dried meat bought 
in—hought’ iu—bought in the. marker 
market—the. market—the merket.

‘No foreign child could learn, and no foreign 
toncher ‘could teach amid such a babel of 
aound, in which it. is impossible for tho 
instructor to irnaw whather tho pupils are- 
repeating the sounds which aro iven to 
them, or others. Aa the effect of tho un- 
natural and irrational ateain of euch inces- 
gant screaming upon their voices, it is ‘not 
uncommon to find Chinese scholars who 
ate Bo hoarse that’ they cunnot pronounce

THE TITSLE PONGKONG UIE. 

Mon Cheung, bricklayer, and Yip Aho, 
marriod woman, who wore convicted of 
knowingly receiving property stolen from 
‘the honsa in Little Hongkong which was 
attacked hy a band of armed robbers on tho 
evening of the LOth Oct, Inst, were brought 
up to recvive sontonce. a 

Bis Lordship, addressing tho first pri- 
sonor, asid—Yon were charged with burg. 
lary and receiving. It was ‘stated in 
avdence, and I presume the jury. believed it 
was true, that you were not.scen at the 
burglary on the night of the 10th’ but wero 
sleeping at a brieklayer's house, You 
never attempted to explain in any way 
whatever before the jury how you came to 
ho in possession of these articles, and being 
in unexplained possession of thom the jury 
had a right to, draw the conclusion that 
they wera reccived knowing'them to havo 
been stolen. Tho circumstances of the 
cnge, yourcondact when arrested, all are very 
auspicious. If you wera an honest brick- 
layer, why did you anddenly leave your 


work one afternoon and go over to Yau-} 


mati, and why were yor found lurking in 
datk corneta with a bundle of clothing in 
your possession, and why wero you found 
with a dangerous weapon ? Whot doesall this 
point to? Ifyou did not know anything about 
the burglary you received articles with your 
ayes shat, and probably wilfully shut. The 
Lsontence is two years’ imprisonment with 
hard labour.. Addressing tho second pri- 
soner, his Lordship -said--Yoor caso is 
somewhat different and I shall make o 
distinction.” You were found in possession 
of pawn tickets representing some of the 
property etolen which you. said had been 
given to yon to pawn, The look of the 
property itself ought to have raised your 
suspicions even if you did not know apy. 
thing about it, You stated that you received 
the property from a man, but when the 
Police wont to the address you gave.as that 
of this. man, he could not be found. Look- 
ing atthe nature of the property evonif you 
did not know it was stolen you aught te havo 
known, Howevar having regard to your sex 
and lo the fact that yon voluntarily. ex- 
culpated your fellow-prisoner, the other 
woman, I shall make the sentence upon 
you one year’s imprisonment with hard 
labour, ’

IN ORIGINAL JURISDICTION. 
Ho CHUN ‘LAU t. HO LAL SEL 

This was an application made before the 
Fall Court on behalf of the plaintiff for the 
administration of the estate of Ho Tsun 
Shun, deceased. It had been adjourned 
from Chambers with a view. to obtain an 
amendment of ‘the answemiiled Uy the de- 
fondant to the plaintiffs petition, The 
objectionable paragrapha in the answer were 
these in which it waa stated that Ho Tsun 
Shun waa a native of China and do- 
miciled in China, and had no knowledge of 
English Jaw, that the will waa drawn up by 
an English c'ergyman who bed no technical 
knowledge of English law and who simply 
followed instructions given in Chinese, these 
instructions not being in the naturo of a 
dictation of the terms but merely general 
directions to the effect that the wholv of the 
property was to be given to the defendant 
to use and dispose of ue she might think 
proper ; that the words used were Chinese, 
aod that there is no term in that language 
recognising any status or obligation cor- 
Tesponding to the English idea of « truat, 
or corresp nding tu the epecial or technical 
meaning given to tho term “administra. 
tion.” ‘The plaintiff asked. that these par- 
eraphs, the 4th and 5th, in the answer 
should be struck out as raising or attempting 
to roise an entirely irrelevant issue. 

Mr Francis, Q. 0:, instructed by Messra 
Caldwell and Wilkinson, appeared for the 
plaintiff ; and the Atturney Genera! (Hon. 
E. L. O'Malley) instructed by Mr Reece (of 
Mr C. Ewons’ office) for the defendant. 


Judgment was given to-day in faveur of 
the plaintiff.

THE VERANDAH CRUSADE. 

The Singapore Bree Pres saya:-—Ix- 
perienco teaches, as thy ndago says, It is 
ienerally considered safer and cheaper to 
learn by the experience of others, often end 
enough, than to take ita lessons to heart 
after going through the mill of personal trial 
and trouble. Hongkong has tho chance 
afforded to it just now of profiting by the 
previous experience of Singapore in a certain 
Teapect, but with a perverssness too often 
noticeable, the uther Colony is spparently 
determined upon ignoring events that have 
impressed upon us a solutary lesson, and is 
deairous Gf incurring risks.of annoyance, if 
of nothing more, that could be, upon a little 
reflection, easily avoided. It ia just the old 
verandah Lusiness over again, with a diffor- 
ence. With us it was more a question of 
further accomm dation forfout traffic in the 
arcades on the street level; in Hongkong 
tho qrestion has to do with the verandahs or 
continuous bslconies on the floor ubove, and 
the way in which their presert:construction 
forins a dangerots facility for tha spread of 
fire, Considering the frequency aad serious 
character of fires in Honykeng; it cannot be 
doubted that the removal of dangers due to 
the plan or material of house-construction 


is o matter that poasesses ‘an.-urgency+ 


surpassing the nature of the question as it 
existed with us. Hore, it was an affair of 
pubic convenience ;’ there it is an affair of 
pabEesafety, And there can be no question 
that the time had fully come for the exercise 
of contro} and regulation on the part of the 
Government authorities. With uathe upper 
verandahs do sot exist as in Hongkong, in 
the continuuys Hes’ of houses thet form 
the streets of Singapore, The Front walls of 
the uppar etory of Singapore ‘ shop-honses * 
aro directly over the outer edge of the 
arcade or lower veraudah, ‘It is to Collyer 
Quay that we have’ to’ go to sea anything 
Nike @ contingous upper verandah renning 
elong the front-of the buildings on the first 
oor level.

. voyor-Genoral’s officers ara pw Ong the Or 
dinanes into effact it is enough’ tu any that 
apparently Singspore and its verandah 
troubles never had an existence at all, as 
far as they know, and if it was the sat 
object.af the ofliciale charged with the duty 
te gu about it ingsuch a way as to cronte 
irritation and disturbano-, their efforts are 
most skilfully directed and are calculated 
tu produce before long that.very awkward 
reault, ‘Tho bliud hurry and headlong rack- 
lessnesa that distinguished the opening of 
the Municipal campaign hero are repeated 
with painful precision in Hougkong, and, ag 
far as we can Judge from the ennmenta of the 
Hongkong press, the. Sarveyor-Genoral’a 
myrmidonssevmto beoven more violent than 
were the Municipal inapeotors in Singapore, 
Noto plea that we made for the exercisa 
of a considerate discrimination, for abund- 
ant notice, for wide publication and expla-. 
nations of ubjects and,,re sons, upon the 
first announcement of the ‘rigid: enforco- 
ment! of the varandah-cleating operations 
here, that wede not find echued by our nor. 
theru contemporaries, There isa general 
agrecmentthat the objects of thy Ordinance 
must be properly carried out, in order to 
do away with a clamant public danger. 
But there fa a unammetis condemnation of 
the manner in which the authorities aro 
going. ‘about thé business: Tho officiule 
aeem to bo raiding and raging about like 
hook, laddor and hatchet men ata fire, or 
crow-bar brigade at. an. Irish evict on. 
Notice or explanation there appears tu be 
Hittle or none, and thery does nob seem te 
have been de precaution to see that 
there is any comprohyhss oon the part 
of Btho Hougkong Ciincse aa to the 
meaning or object of these sturming 
parties and their labours of destruction. 
fn one paper. ‘ruthless action’ becomes, 
in another, ‘ precipitate and short-sighted.’ 
The Chinoso community are described in 
| one pleco as justly indignant, and else 
where it is declared that ‘the native 
population of tho town aro justified “in 
raising au outery gainst the want of 
discrimination evinced in carrying ‘out: the 
letter of the Ordinance without having the 
slightest regard for the spirit of the law,’ 
There are other parallels of interest 
between the Singapore afair and the ex- 
periences of Hongkeng, In both thera is 
an nssurance on the part of the authority 
charged with the work tliat ull cate and 
consideration would be shown in its exe- 
cution. Qur Municipal President light- 
heartedly persunded the Commissioners that 
all would go. well if the matter were left 
entively in his hands, while.in Hongkong 
the Sarveyor-Goners] disarmed - 0; poai- 
tion by over and over again declaring 
that he and his officers might be 
trusted to carry ont the measure in a 
liberal spirit, “The result in both in- 
atunces wo know, aud it was not unnatural 
to luok for. Iu our casa, however, popular 
fooling caught fame from a not very im- 
portaut raiding epiacde in an out-of-the- 
way pact of town, In Hongkong, the ex- 
citement and alarm has risen to a consider- 
able pitch, but happily no overt: disorder 
haa uccurred as yet. As with us, a appeal 
wos made in Hofgkong to know exactly 
what was wauted to be done and some 
explanation of tho tam ‘enclosure’ was 
asked, a5 enclosures wore ‘directed to be 
removed, All that could be extracted 
from the sources to which appeal was made 
wus that ‘the Ordinance was to be obeyed,’ 
Our readers will recognise the similarity 
between tho following passage from a 
Hongkong contemporary and the views 
we oursolves urged whon o similar queetion 
was occupying the uttention of the people 
of Singapore :—' We neod not insist at 
this tine of the day on thu necessity of 
the Chinese being instructed thoroughiy in 
what is required of them, ‘These lawa, 
easentially European in their character, 
have to be explained again and again te 
them and the requirements shown to them? 
An far as we undcrstand, the putting of the 
Hongkong Ordinance into force ia cmpul- 
sory. With us, the matter, an entirely 
d.ffcrent one, was optional, and its enforce- 
ment certainly lies in the discretion of the 
Municipality. ‘Tboughtless ond basty as 
wero the proscedings in Singapore, they 
appear to have been much wore so in 

ongkong, and the grounds for public 
digsatisfaction there appear _to be both 
reasonable aud suistantial, We trust. that 
the Nerthern Oclouy may not have yood 
cause te regret the unreasoning over-e-al 
of blandoring functionaries, aud that, in 
any event, there will occur nothing to inter- 
fere with the matntenauce of peace aud 
order,

DEGENERATE SCOTSMEN. 

Under this hending the Straits Times 
writes as folluws with regard tothe action 
or rather want uf action on the part of 
Scotchmen in Singapore touching the’ ctle- 
bration of St. Andrew’s Day }~ 

Stands Scotland where it did? ‘To that 
question we receive reassuring answers from 
all parta of the world save only Singapore. 
From Ecelefechan to Hongkong, irom 
Auchtermuchty te Peuang, from India’s 
coral Epuntains to Camlachie’s busy strands 
there comes the’ echo of preparatious for 
the Feast uf St. Andrew. The choiceat 
brands of whisky are avlected ; the cook is 
warned of the imperative necessity of 
paying dua attention to the haggis; and 
where « pair of bagpipes can be found, they 
are rescued from their duaty cover and 
lovingly played in the moonlight to the 
wondering delight of friends and neigh- 
bours. But, alas, in Singapore, no sweet 
pipe music fouts through the quiob Innes, 
and no more attention ia paid to brands of 
whisky than at other periods of the year, 
Netheg by dinner nor ball do the Scotsmen 
of Singapore scok to proclaim their nation- 
ality. Nay some of them may beso meanly 
oblivious of their responsibilities as to 
attend the Tanglin Club * At Home’ on the 
30th of November, and to dance there, 
nublusbingly regardloss of the fact that that 
night should bo spent in the worship of St. 
Andrew alone. 

The conduct. of the Scotamen of Singa- 
pore is distinctly disappuinting. They are 
numerous enough. Everywhere, both at 
the head and at the fout of the mercantile 
offices, Bcutsmen are to bo found in ever- 
increasing numbers; and even when the 
firma’s name in English, ft will usually be 
found that the resident partners are Scotch. 
Now it hus to ba remembered that in cele- 
broting St. Andrew’s Day Scotamen have o 
public duty to perform. It is not enough 
that they should live ameng us uudisting- 
uished from the mere Englishmen around 
them, On tho contrary they ought at lenat 
once a year to make their nationulity mani- 
deat in ‘order that the suavity, gentle man- 
ners, good temper, and gauerotta opon-hand- 
edness for which tho. race. is dittingitished 
shall be credited pot wierely ‘te them-clvés 
as individuals, but to the nationality to 
which they belong. That of course concerns 
only thir duty to their couutry. But to 
pat themselves on a yearly pinnacle of pub- 
licity is algu their duty to their neighbours. 
It in ddvisable that once a year ut least the 
Enulish and other inferior’races should eve 
assembled together the talent and worth of 
their Scotch fellow-citizens in ordor that 
they may be the more impressed by these 


qualities, and tho better exeouraged ty imi- 
tation of even emulation, , 


Thore is another point of view from 
which tho propor observation of St. An 
araw’s Doy is of public importance, 1: 
may be presumod that on suck « celebra- 
tion, whether by a dance or a dinner, ne 
true Scotsman would drink anything hut 

uto Highland malt whisly—say “Talisker 

ng John, or Lagavulin ; or somo cun- 
ning blond rich in the qualiticn of onch. 
It may alsa be presumed that he would 
drink u good deal vit, Now it ia extrenia- 
ly advisable to onf ree the Jeason that 
good whisky, taken in Inage quantities, is 
the true drink for u tropical climate, and 
that when’ mon feel. bad noxt day it: is 
because they have drunk tea, or somo other 
delotorious liquid. or porhapa because they 
havo not takan sufficient whisky—n com- 
tion error deoply to ba deplorad. For all 
of thesa reaaons, nnd maty athora equally 
good, wo hava tu expresa our profound 
regret. that the Scotsmen of Singapore, in 
the matter of St! Andrew'a Day, lave 
committed tho grave fault which may ba 
theologically expresacd as * Sinning againet 
thoir opportunities.’ 


PROTEST AGAINST EXAMINATION, 


fhe ‘Protest’ against Examinations, 
published in tho Novembor number of thu 
*Ninetoo th Century, ia a striking-—we 
may almost say 4 starting—sign of tho re. 
action which is: passing through the edu- 
cational world. The atple hat of signa. 
tories to this document shuws that mon of 
all opiniona, and all -scheola of thinght, 
have had thoir attentien drawn to the 
mistakes which are every day comunitted 
under tho name of education. Men su 
different op Mr Bradlaugh and tho Earl 
of Wemyes, Lord Lytton and Professor 
Freeman, joiu in this thorongh-going attack 
onthe Examiiation ayston in which the 
younger guvetation Of Enghshnien and 
Engltah-women have been nurtured, This 
is tho more remarkable, because the 
Protest to which this muster-roll of 
names is appended is a remarkably thor- 
ough-going ond plaiu-spoaking — mani- 
feato. It zoca atraight to the heart of the 
matter, and denounces Examinations root 
and branch. It deals with all sides of the 
question—with the Elementary schools, 
where the children of the poor are aubject- 
ed to the ‘payment by results’ torture; 
with the Middlo-class schools, whore boys 
are wortied by tho conatant effurt to get 
prizes ; with the Universities, and all their 
complicsted series of ‘Schools’ and 


riposes, which are the invention of these 
latter years; and with the Civil Sorvico of 
the Crown, and -the well-known syatem of 
ernmming by which they are recruited. It 
is impossible not to concur with a guud 
deal that ia set down in. this sweeping 
indictment, Sv far oa regards the children 
in the E’ementary schools, there can hardly 
be two opiniuns, The scheme of payment 
by reaulta has been tried, and proved to be 
most mischievous. It ix scarcely open to 
question that it inflicts an intol rable strain 
upon the health, the nerves.aud the brainsof 
young children at the most critical period 
of their lives, and that it tends to make 
education lifeless, mechanigal, and com- 
mon-place. Clever childreu are forced inta 
adall ond uninteresting groove, and stupid 
children are tricd beyond their strength, 
‘The physical and moi 
are ao bad “that it ought to be abandoned at 
all risks. .Mittatis mutandis, many of the 
same objections can bo urged against the 
mode of instruction adopted at the Public 
Schools and the Universitics, Examina- 
tiona have become not the means but the 
end of education, with the result that true 
scholarship is declining, and the: dovelop- 
ment of individual character isthe last 
thing contemplated by the teacher. Pro- 
fessur Freeman, whohas not alcays written 
wisely ond well.on such topica, has at least 
a definite scheme'to prpposv aso substitute 
for the system at present in vogna at Ox- 
furd, Perhaps the/ most difficult branch 
of the subject”is ‘connected with tha 
examinations for Government appeint- 
ments. It is admitted that cramming 
is an unmixed evil, that examination 
is not an jnfatlible test, and that it 
ia impossible te judge of a man’s eapa- 
city for ‘becoming « Cavalry officer or an 
Indian magiatrate by his proficiency in Latin 
Prose and Uonie Sections. But what isthe 
alternative? Tho old system of patronage 
led ton vast amount of jubLory and intrigue, 
while the combination of examination 
aud geleation, which wonld, perhaps, ba the 
ideal method, seema diflicult’ to organisa 
satisfactorily. Similarly, in spite of Profes- 
sor Freeman and Piofeasor Max Miller, itis 
not clear how scholarships, prizes, and other 
Universitydistinctiona could be fairly award- 
ed without eximination, Even the oum- 
pilers uf the Protestare nut, as yet, prepur- 
ed to provide a snbstitinte for the aystom 
they denounce. Bat it is, at uny rate, 
significant onough that it should be con- 
demned by ao larga:and representative a 
body, by Tories aud Radiculs, High Church- 
men and Ratioualiats, men of business and 
men of letters, urd by some of the ablest 
examiners and most auccessful teachers in 
the country, —Staudard,

TERRIBLE MASSACRE ON THE 
BONNY RIVER, 


150 KILLED AND EATEN, ~ 

Liverpool, Oct. 29.—-A’ despatelt. recoived 
here this evenivg reports a <crious oatbreak 
at Okriko, an isicnd situated somo fifty 
milea up the Bonny River, which plice is 
now included in the British: Protectorate 
under the Treaty of May last, 

Last September a section of the Ogoni 
tribe, once » powerful people, bot now split 
upin factions through internecine fonds, 
appealed to the King and hie sof Okrika to 
interveno in a dispute between themsolves 
and another faction. Tho quarrel, it would 
seem, originated at the oil marketa, which 
it is to the intervst of tho Okrikans, as 
middie-men, to kesp open and free. The 
Okcikans sided with the appellants, and 
warned their opponents that, in the event of 
hostifities, thoy would assist thom, and put 
a step to the feud. 

The warning was, however, without affect, 
and tho hostile Ogonis attacked the allies of 
the Okrikana, whilst they were returning 
from the markets, Killing a Chief, and tak- 
ing a number of prisoners and a quantity of 
proporty, The Ukrikana, on being informod 
of this raid, planned with their frionds a 
diabolical achome of revenge, which they 
proceeded at once to carry into effect. 

Under the pratext of.an invitation to a 
friendly palaver for the purposes of settling 
tho differences between the parties, the 
Ogonis concerned in tho attack referred to, 
accompanied by oighty of their Ohiefa, wera 
treachorously Jured into a trap, captured, 
and taken to Okrike, where they were -bar« 
barously butchered und eaten. ‘Tho victims 
included wontén and children, and to sich 
a height had the taste for blood arisen, that . 
the Okriktana compelled their children to 
drink the blood vf their victims cut of 
calabashea. . 

‘the reports received from o trustworthy 
soured a8 to the condition of the town during 
the tragedy are too revolting for publication. 
Mangled remains and remnants of human 
beings wera strewn in all directions, while 
mutilated badies were observed floating 
down the Bonny River. 

Aftor the capture of the party invited to 
the palaver, a raid was mado upon the 
virtually undefended villages wheueo thoy 
came, and the result waa further atrocities, 
It is difficult to estimate tho number of 
killed and eaten, but the must reliable re- 
ports to hand put the number, at the lowest, 
at one hundred and fifty. 

Consnl. Hewitt happened to be in the 
Upobo River during the course of these 
events, whora the int: Higencs was duly com- 
municated to him. He appeared shortly 
afterwardain Bonny, and at once called up- 
oy tho Jeading Bonny aud New Calabar 
Chicfa tu, proceed to the scene and <xert 
their inflaenca to prevent further massacres. 
‘They wero alsy to repurt upon the state of 
offaire, and to demand the aurrender of any 
autvivora. Somo of tho Chiefs thus appeal- 
ed to accepted thetask with some reluctance, 
bat nevertholess proceeded to Okrika, and 
brought hack infurmation ‘confirming tho 
reporis.already to hand. They found fours 
teen gurvivora, whom the Okmkans refused 
ty deliver up to them, although they ex. 
pressed their readiness to hand thom over 
to the Ounsul himeelf. * 

Tn the meantine H.ML8, Bramble arrived . 
in tho tiver, and the. Consul embarked on 
the ‘Brd of Qotober in order to conduct 
personal investigation. On his arrival at 


Oktiks he summoned the King and Chishs ~ 


to attend a palaver on board the gunboat, 
This summons they refused to obey, but 
eventually the New Qalabar and Bonn 
Chiefs who accompanied the Consul ara - 
runged with tho Okrikuna that the palaver 
should tako place on shore, the Intter atipu- 
luting that no Marines should be landed... 

The Consul agreed tu these terms, and 
went ashore uccurdingly. ‘Ton of the aur- 
vivors, in a deplorable state, were then pro- 
dnevd and surrendered, -In-the end a fino 
uf oxie hundred puncheons of palm oil was 
imposed upon the Okrikans by the Consul. 
The Bramble, with the Consul on board, 
returned to Bonny on Friday, the bth Oc- 
tober, the ten rescued Ogonia being bronght 
down the river in canoes towed by the 
Bramble.
